Rev. A. K. Beem preached the first 
sermon in a series on “ My Creed” his 
'them e being “Truth for authority, and 
not authority for tru th .” 
He said: 


The words of Lucretia Mott. “ Truth 
for 
authority, 
not 
authority 
for 
tru th ," is a most suggestive theme; 
and, 
to 
the 
thoughtful 
person, 
suggests the two grand divisions of 
the entire religious world. 
People in 
the name of religion, have divided 
and 
sub-divided 
into 
little 
sects 
over 
trifling 
questions 
pretaining 
to church 
polity, 
the 
manner 
of 
observing some rite, or the question of 
being a shade off on some theological 
speculation that nobody pretends to 
understand or reduce to a demonstra­ 
tion. There are today in Christendom 
but three great living issues. We have 
the Roman Catholic who makes the 
claim of authority, of infallibility, for 
the institution known as the Church. 
The Protestant reformation meant the 
transferring of that authority, that in­ 
fallibility from the church to the book 
known as the Bible. 
The Liberal re­ 
cognizes no finality, no inerrancy, save 
that in the nature of things. 
I believe 
with the Liberal, that in the last an­ 
alysis, man must determine what is 
ifood or bad, true or false in religion, 
by the exercise of his natural faculties 
and powers through observation and 
experience, just the same as in all oth­ 
er departments of life. 
Tnat religious 
truth has never been made or unmade 
by the vote of a council: and that there 
have never been any few to whom God 
has given his word to the exclusion of 
the rest of the human race. 
That it is 
entirely a m atter of development on 
the part of the individual and his capa­ 
city to appropriate the higher and 
more spiritual of that which is. 


According to my thought, all the 
churches in the land, all the bibles of 
the world (including the old and new 
testament), contain but a few chapters 
in the real Book of Truth, the unlimit­ 
ed word ol God, 
And there should bo 
no external authority to say, “ Thus far 
and no farther.” 
People need more 
encouragement in the way of originality 
and spontaniety of expression, trusting 
their own powers lo recognize the force 
and authority that truth carries in itself. 
Each one of us is a living entity in a 
living universe. 
Man is a microcosm 
in the macrocosm. 
There is a corres­ 
pondence between ourselves and the 
highest reality not ourselves, and we 
long to realize iiu)re and more of that 
higher harmony of life, that liner at- 
tunement of ilie Unite with the infinite. 
And whenever lb at relation is attained 
free and full expres.sion of what is ^een, 
felt, lived, becomes (iud's choicest rev­ 
elation to His children, and that reve­ 
lation should never be stinted by any 
outside authority but 
truth 
il.^eff 
should be trusted to make its own im­ 
pression and do its own work. Kriends, 
open up your inner depths thai “ the 
imprisoned splendor 
may 
erfoape ” 
Drink of the everlasting river of iife 
and be not afraid to (jueneh that thirst 
born of a normal det*ire to know truth.
